lion dollars. Five -hundred million, it 
is said, have been promised. 
This proposal has not appeared to 
be altogether acceptable to the com- 
mission, and rt is believed the

will be increased 
by $100,000,000

Whatever the loan is, 
it is generally believed the interest 
rate will be 5 percent to the investor 
and about 5Vf. percent to the under- 
writers.

SHORTAGE OF BE$R 


IN MUNICH PROVING 


A SERIOUS PROBLEM 


ray ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Munich, Germany, 
Sept. 
17.—The 
shortage of beer in Munich, the home 
of many famous brews of the dark 
Munncher beer, is now' very real. The 
decreased production has not 
only 
caused a jump in prices, but has pro- 
duced here a semi-drought that ap- 
parently has not been felt so keenly 
in any other part of Germany. 


The recent proposal to cope with 
the problem by closing cafes as early 
as nine o'clock instead of midnight, 
provided ail Germany with a laugh at 
Munich's expense, but it was no laugh- 
ing matter in Munich. Few, if any, of 
the cafes had sufficient allowances of 
the beer supply to keep things run- 
ning after nine o'clock. 


Karl von Kolckler, a member of the 


council of the state ministry of Ba-! 
varia, and a life-long Muenchener him- , 
self, had this to say about the resigna- i 
tion of the people to- the restricted j 
beer measure: 


"If anybody had the temerity to tell 
a Muenchener one year ago that in 
August, 1915, he would be restricted 
in his allowance of beer, that he would 
have to go home thirsty 
at 
nine 
o'clock, and that the whole city would 
be enduring a semi-drought, that man 
would either have been told that he 
was crazy or the Muenchener would 
have replied that he would never sub- 
mit to any tampering with- one of the 
necessaries of life."

Muenchener 
today wends his wav homeward 
at 


nine or thereabouts, without a grum- 
ble at being deprived* of his accus- 
tomed allowance of 'beer.
